REMARKS 


25X1X 1, & Soviet train proceeded 

25X1 from lirow (N 54/0 33) in eeklenburg. to Tran furt/Oder on 
16 July 1950. The train was composed of 24 flatcars with side 
racks, 3 boxcars and 1 heavy flatear, representing a total 
of 56 axles with a load ecapneity of 500 tons, It tas to be 
forvarded by th’ Sreifswald railroid district headcuarters, 


2, Since the nature of the load on the cars exceeded the pre- 
seribed maximum measurements, special measures had to be 
taizen, The neishborins tracis were blocked to traffic, 
Before the point where overhead cables cross the railroad 
line, between lua murkers 19.459 and 19,470, the train 
stopped anc then proceeted very slowly with two railroad 
officials from Vescnberg (N 54/¥ 43) and ittstock (N 54/ 
U 11) closely watching the train, These officials escorted 
the train as far as Neustrelitz (N 54/U 54), The use of 
tracks runnin? alongside platforms with roofs or platforms 
with freight sheds was rrohibited., The speed linit was fixed 
as 20 kni/h, *
